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THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN 


Is Formaliy Opened by Aggressive Senators 
Yesterday. 

Washington, June 28.—The presidential 
campaign was fairly started in the senate 
today on a basis of Mr. Hale’s resolution 
asserting the great benefits resulting to 
the people of the United States from the 
republican policy of protection, and ques- 
tioning the possible effect of the demo- 
cratic policy of “tariff for revenue only.”

The aboli- 
tion or continuance of the Utah commis- 
sion was a subject of discussion on the 
legislative bill; and that question went 
over without being decided.

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‘THEY WANT CONTROL 


Of Allthe Property if They Attempt the 
Reorganization. — 
DREXEL, MORGAN & CO’$ LETTER 


To the Chairman of the Terminal 
Stockholders, 


IN WHICH THEY RESPECTFULLY DECLINE 


To Undertake the Job on Account of Mr. 
Clyde’s Attitude—The Terms on 
Which They Will Work. 


New York, June 28.—(Special.)—Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. announced today that they 
could not undertake the reorganization 
of thé Richmond and West Point Term- 
inal company. They gave notice in a 
letter addressed to W. C. Strong, chair- 
man of the Richmond Terminal stock- 
holders committee and to other large 
stockholders. 

They declined on account of W. P. 
Clyde’s attitude. Mr. Clyde was one of 
the petitioners for the Danville receliver- 
ship. Drexel, Morgan & Co. want to 
control the properties and take the place 
of the receivers if they attempt the reor- 
ganization. Their letter to Mr. Strong 


reads as follows: 

Referring to our previous correspondence 
regarding the affairs of the Richmond Ter- 
minal system, we beg to say that we have 
made a careful investigation of the affairs 
of the Richmond Terminal system. We have 
reached the conclusion that a reorganization 
is feasible on the basis of equity to all con- 
cerned, one that we should be prepared to 
undertake, and one which in our opinion would 
place your property on a sound financial basis. 
The complication and difficulties which must 
be met in this connection, make it necessary, 
we reed scarcely add, that we should as your 
representative and as far as possible be pro- 
tected against any single interest which might 
for personal or other reason desire to thwart 
dhe successful carrying out of such a reor- 


ganization. 
With this in mind, we deemed it essential 


before any action on our part that a majority 
of the stock 'and bonds of the Richmonc and 
West Point Terminal Railway and Ware- 
house Company be deposited with us for 
yurpose of reorganization and that all lit- 
lention should be put under our control and 
the persons of our selection substituted for 
the receivers now in possession of the prop- 
erty. : 
Therefore, upon learning of the appointment 
of receivers of the Richmond and Danville 
property by the United States court, we &p- 
plied to Mr. W. P. Clyde to know whether in 
case we undertook the reorganization, the 
suit under his control would be_ transferred 
to us and the present receivers resign in favor 
of Mr. Spencer, stating to him that, in our 
opinion, such course Was essential. He de- 
clines to give us any such assurayce, and 
our conversation with him leads us to doubt 
his loyalty to any reorganization plan what- 
ever, although he, as one of your committee, 
signed a request to us to undertake the same. 
As, in our opinion, it is essential to the suc- 
cess of any plan that during the reorganiza- 


‘ volved. uld be under 
one, per Bey PB ITT qed set fod as the 
position taken by Mr. Clyde makes this im- 
possible, we are obliged, reluctantly, to de- 
cline the invitation to undertake the reorgan- 
ization. 

Mr. Clyde may yield. It is possfle 
that some terms may be made with him 
by the other security holders which will 
induce him to get out of the way. . 

The committee of fifteen met this after- 
noon in the office of Work, Strong & Co., 
but adjourned until July 7th, without 
action. After adjournment if was stated 
that the letter of Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
had been discussed, but that the committee 
made no expression as to Its Views. The 
members of the committee still think that 
Drexel, Morgan &. Co. will undertake the 
work of reorganizing the property. The 
firm only desires to have control of the 
litigation, and to be joined ap get ot 
suits already pending, and it is thoug at 
that pressure will be brought to bear be- 
fore the next meeting to have this satis- 


ily arranged. 
sake Mr. Clyde's Statement. 
New York, June 28.—(By Telegraph to 
The Constitution.)—W. P. Clyde late to- 
night issued a long typewritten statement 
concerning Drexel, Morgan & Co. 8 refusal 
to undertake the Richmond Terminal re- 
ization. 
is te statement Clyde asserted that the 
bill brought before Judge Bond by him- 
self and others, was drawn especially with 
reference to facilitating reorganization. It 
was expected that Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
would formulate a plan, would communicate 
the nature of this plan to the security 
holders, and having obtained the support 
of the security holders, would, with ‘the 
complainants and receivers, £0 before the 
court and obtain either the abrogation of 
the receivership or such modifications as 
should then appear for the interest of the 
roperty. 
. Goterring to the allegations of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. grreaig upon himself and 
uestioning “his loyalty to any reorganiza- 
ee plan whatever,” Clyde said that the 
correspondence which had passed between 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. and himself in this 
matter, was in their hands, and they were 
at full liberty to publish it. Clyde __— also 
said that he wished most distinctly and em- 
phatically to protest against being consid- 
ered an “insider” in Terminal or Danville 
affairs by the press or the public, and to 
state that he had not been directely or in- 
directly connected with the management 
of either the Danville or Terminal com- 
panies for the last five years, or since he 
and his friends sold out control of the 
Danville at $225 per share, which when 
sold had over three million dollars in cash 
in its treasury.

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THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


Conference Committees Trying to Arrive at 
an Agreement. 


Washington, June 28.—From now on to 
the end of the present session of congress, 
senators and representatives who are 
charged with the pr tion of appropria- 
tion bills will be exceedingly busy.  Con- 
ferences are the order of the day, and the 
managers in both houses are pushing these 
important measures to completion in order 


to avoid ‘the necessity for extending the } 


appropriations on_the basis of those made 
by the last congtfess further than is abso- 
lutely necessary. ."There were three con- 
ference committees in session this morning, 
and the result is rally satisfactory to 
the persons who désire an early adjourn- 
ment of congress. « 

_The conferees on the Indian appropria- 
tion bill have compl their work and ar- 
rived at an agreenient, which will be re- 
ported to the senate at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment.. ‘The conferees on the 
diplomatic and consular appropriation bill 
were also in session for two hours. They 
made good progress; spirit of mutual con- 
cession prevailing, and it is expected that 
an agreement will “be reached when the 
committee meets again. The only point at 
issue is the senate amendment appropriat- 
ing $65, for an <ntercontinental rail- 
road survey. 

The conferees on the army bill, who were 
also at work, had smooth sailing, and 
speedily reconciled all points of difference, 
except one, but there they struck a bar 
that they could not tide over. It was the 
house provision that no money shall be 
paid to the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany for the transportation of troops and 
supplies over any of the lines owned, op- 
erated or controlled by it. The senate con- 
ferees insisted that this provision was un- 
constitutional and in defiance of three de- 
cisions of the United States supreme court, 
but the house conferees refused to consent 
to the omission of the paragraph until they 
could secure the judgment of the house, so 
it was decided that a disagreement should 
be reported and instructions asked for. 


THEY WEAR ~ THE STRIPES, 


Twenty Jersey City Election Inspectors 
Sent to the Penitentiary. 

Jersey City, N. J., June 28.—The Hudson 
county courtroom wWas crowded this morn- 
ing with politicians, officials and convicted 
election inspectors who had been ordered 
to appear in the court, their convictions 
having been affirmed by the court of er- 
rors. When Judge Lippincott opened court 
twenty prisoners answered to their names. 
Twelve of them have eighteen months to 
serve in the state’s prison and eight get 
nine months in the penitentiary. Four 
failed to appear. Judge Lippincott told 
the prisoners that as their conviction had 
been affirmed by the higher court there was 
no alternative but for the sheriff to convey 
them forthwith to prison, to which they 
had been sentenced. The court also an- 
nounced that if the convicted inspeetors who 
were absent did not appear in court tomor- 
row a bench warrant would be issued for 
their arrest. The sheriff then took charge 
of the party. Some of the prisoners have 
been for years active ward politicians in 
Hudson county and their final commitment 
as convicts to serve, out their terms is a 
severe blow to their nds... Many of the 
prisoners are married‘ and have respectable 
families. Every effort was made to save 
—— from being forced to don the convict’s 
garb. 


TWENTY MILES WIDE. 


The Mississippi River Rising Steadily—Mills 
Shutting Down. 

Burlington, Ia., June 28.—The Mississippi 
river is coming up steadily at the rate of 
half an inch an hour. Mills have been com- 
pelled to close and piles of lumber, as well 
as buildings, have had to be anchored. The 
river about the city is twenty miles wide, 
having spread out over the lowlands of 
lowa and Illinois to that extent.

Jack Dailey isn’t half so anxious to 
meet Billy Murray as he thought he was. 

Night before last, when Dailey expressed 
a great desire to face Murray for twenty 
rounds, he was talking about a man he 
had never seen. 

But yesterday, when his lamps threw 
their rays upon Murray, Dailey’s honesty 
came to his rescue, and he made up his 
mind quickly that he wasn’t in it.

JUDGE JOHN P. KING. 


A Movement on Foot to Erect a Monument 
to Him at Stone Mountain. 

One of the best financiers Georgia ever 
had was Judge John P. King, of Augusta. 
He was safe, prudent and successful. Judge 
King was a firm believer in legitimate trade 
and in “paying as you go.” ‘Those who 
served: with him on the board of directors 
of the Georgia railroad and of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad remember that 
his annual reports were models of common 
sense fand sterling honesty. On general 
principles he was opposed to the free pass 
system, and yet to him is due the honor 
of inaugurating the precedent of giving 
free transportation to the members of the 
State Agricultural Society. 

Early in the seventies the farmers were 
greatly depressed and the attendance at 
the annual meetings of the society were 
largely cut off. Hon. David W. Lewis, 
secretary of the society, and Colonel Rich- 
ard Peters, an active member of the so- 
ciety, were personal friends of Judge I<ing. 
They met him on Alabama street near the 
corner occupied by G. TI’. ‘Dodd & Co. They 
discussed the situation of the society. Judge 
King observed, “You know my views as 
to the free pass system. I am opposed 
to it on general principles, but if there is 
any class entitled to free transportation it 
is the farmers. Dave and Dick, you may 

on-it,.L.-will.see what can be done for 
them.” Judge King saw and it was ‘an 
accomplished fact. 

Through the influence of Judge King the 
citizens of Stone Mountain enjoy the bene- 
fiits of a public park-—the “King park.’’ 
A movement is now on foot to erect in 
this park a granite shaft to the memory of 
Judge King. The State Agricultural So- 
ciety will be invited to hold its). summer 
session of 1893 on the very spot at the 
base of the mountain where it was organ- 
ized, and during the session the corner stone 
will be laid with interesting exercises. Hon. 
John S. Davidson will be asked to lay the 
stone and Hon. J. C. C. Black to deliver an 
address. 

The movement is generally approved, and 
at the next session of the town council of 
Stone Mountain, of the DelXalb County 
Agricultural Society and of the State Ag- 
ricultural Society committees will be ap- 
pointed to make the necessary arrange- 
ments.

It has no parallel in the United 
States, and it is to be hoped that the 
time will never come when such men 
as Gladstone, Stanley and Sala will be 
insulted and assaulted by an American 
mob. 


That Telegram Editorial. 

The other day we reproduced The New 
York Telegram’s editorial on “Southern 
Inyestments,” and commented on it at 
some length. The Columbia State says 
of The Telegram’s article: 

It sets forth whit untold injury to the :epu- 
tation of the entire south a narrow and short- 
sighted financial policy of one comrmmunity may 
do: it shows that even now, with millions 
upon millions of dollars lying idle in the vaults 
of the New York banks, money that they are 
glad to lend there for half the interest we 
would cheerfully give, we cannot get because 
northerners are timid about southern invest- 
ments. 

The south offers the highest rates of interest 
obtainable in the union. She needs capital 
more than any other section, and capital in- 
vested here would have a greater affect upon 
our prosperity than elsewhere, and yet we are 
driving it away by not inspiring confidence. 


All classes of our people are interested ° 


in this matter, and they should bear in 
mind the fact that hazardous experiments 
and an unsettled policy in legislation 
touching financial, industrial and corpor- 
ation interests will effectually bar out 
northern and European capital. 

The timidity of outside capital, when 
investments in some southern localities are 
under discussion, will continue until our 
conservative policy becomes thoroughly 
understood abroad, as well as at home. 
While it is true that many of the injurious 
reports concerning the south are without 
foundation, their evil consequences show 
how carefully we should guard our credit 
and our reputation.

Free coinage is a very 
important issue, but it is and it will be 
overshadowed in this campaign by an 
issue more important still—the issue of 
force bill legislation which the republicans 
have made their leading article of faith. 
Constitutional liberty, the rights of the 
states and the rights of the citizen are 
involved in the contest whichewill culmi- 
nate next November, and the question of 
free coinage and other questions of gov- 
ernment policy will give way to a discus- 
sion of the fundamental principles of 
democracy. : 

It was not at all necessary for Senator 
Morgan to say, as he did the other day to 
a correspondent of The New York Sun, 
that he would heartily support Mr. Cleve- 
land; and yet it shows that the most 
ardent free coinage man in the country 
is perfectly willing to postpone this issue 
in order to fight for a fundamental prin- 
ciple of democracy. 

What Senator Morgan, a _ southern 
statesman of the highest order, can afford 
to do with the full accord of all his 
convictions, the democratic farmers of 
the south can certainly afford to do. 

The democratic south must remain solid 
in self-defense, or suffer the disastrous 
results of negro misrule. — 


The Hatch Bill Again. 

The Boston Journal, in arguing that 
the Hatch anti-option bill will work an 
injury to the farmers, intimates that it 
will also destroy the chambers of com- 
merce. “Now, if it were not for these 
chambers of commerce,” it declares, ‘‘the 
farmer would have to rush his produce 
into the market as soon as it was har- 
vested.” 

The suggestion here is plain that if 
option gambling is suppressed, as it ought 
to be, the chambers of commerce will be 
so badly crippled that they will not be 
able to assist the farmer in any way. But 
is this true? Has option gambling taken 
so firm a hold on the chambers of com- 
merce—has it been so thoroughly engraft- 
ed on their constitution, as it were—that 
they will perish of dry rot and inanition 
when it is once suppressed? If the clear 
and unmistakable suggestion of The Bos- 
ton Journal has a basis of fact behind 
it, has not the time come for making a 
sweeping reform in the methods which 
are the outgrowth of gambling pure and 
simple? 

As we remarked the other day, the 
opponents of the Hatch bill make a very 
pitiful showing when they come to argue 
in favor of a system of so-called “busi- 
ness” which has less in its favor than 
faro or keno. Whenever they proceed to 
state their arguments they rush headlong 
into the wilderness,

He had his 
glass raised almost to his lips, and Then he 
set it down without offensive mannerism and 
asked quietly for a mug of milk. Cockran 
could have taken the stimulant without danger. 
He was not one of those men whom the smell 
or taste of liquor sends into a frenzy, but he 
had made up his mind that a man was better 
off without it, and especially a man who had 
his way to make in the world, and he had 
therefore determined to become a total ab- 
stainer, and for that reason he put away 
a glass which had been thoughtlessly filled. 
Cockran married into a very wealthy family 
and being himself a man of education and 
considerable culture, his wealth, his profession 
and political standing and his promise of a 
brilliant career enabled him to maintain him- 
self in a social circle of considerable preten- 
sion and also to secure the championship of 
cultivated men. His style of living is now 
luxurious, having a city home on Murray Hill 
and a country one on | Long island.

27, 1892: Rbports received for the week 
ending Monday show that it has been a 
week of continued high temperature and the 
maximum temperatures have averaged above 
0 degrees daily. The sunshine has also 
been generally above the normal and has 
been favorable for harvesting the wheat, 
oats and grass crops. 

The rainfall has: been in the nature of 
local showers and thunder storms, with gen- 
erally dry weather until Friday, when good 
rains occurred in the sections northward 
from Petcrsburg, where rain was most need- 
ed. Good rains oecurred Monday afternoon 
and night, which has probably been more 
extensive than previous showers, as Lynch- 
burg, Norfolk and Washington city all re- 
port good rains. These rains will prove very 
opportune to all growing crops and will es- 
pecially benefit the corn and tobacco crops. 
The wheat harvest is near its completion 
and the yield is generally good, and in some 
sections is above the average. 

The first crop of grass is pretty well all 
harvested and the crop is generally short, 
though it is reported as good in some of the 
southeastern counties, and in Southampton 
county the spring crop is said to be superior 
to the winter crops.

The Florida Situation. 


Jacksonville, Fla., June 28.—(Special Dis- 
patch to The Constitution.)\—The belt of 
drought from the northeast to the southwest 
coasts across the center of the state, re- 
ferred to in last week’s bulletin, was occu- 
pied during the past week by an area of 
heavy precipitation, which centered at 
Archer, Alachua county, where 9 90-100 
inches fell, and where more precipitation 
has fallen since June 1st than fell during 
May, June and July last year. 

The counties of Santa Hosa and Walton, 
in the extreme inland northward part of 
the State were covered by an area of heavy 
Nb gigetatine averaging five inches fall. 

ese areas of heavy precipitation were 
mainly confined to the hilly portions of 
the state, while elsewhere the precipitation 
was normal and very satisfactory for crops, 
excepting along the gulf coast of the ex- 
tremely northwestern part of the state, 
mainly in Escambia county, where more 
rain is needed. Excessive rains inter- 
fered with the planting of late crops, caus- 

corn to overshoot, injured tomatoes, egg 
porgge and melons, cotton and other crops, 
urt plowing and suspended farm labor. 

Many good reports are received that pota- 
toes, cereals, oranges, cane, guavas, grapes, 
rice and corn are in a satisfactory condi- 
tion, and promise at least an average 
yield. 

Reports from Columbia county state that 
the corn crop is the finest grown for years. 
The amounts of precipitation have doubt- 
less been largely increased in some instances 
by the general rain yesterday, as the re- 
es of most correspondents were too ear- 
y to include any of it. -The temperature 
was below the normal and, except where 
precipitation was excessive, was beneficial. 
There was less than the average amount 
of sunshine for the season. Prevailing 
winds southerly. Planting potato slips and 
vines, harvesting peaches, pineapples, 
grapes, corn, squashes, beans’ and potatoes 
nearly ready to ship. Shipments have 
been made of windfall pears, tomatoes and 
grapes.

The Crops in Arkansas. 

Little Rock, Ark., June 28.—(Spe- 
cial Dispatch to The  Constitution.)— 
The rainfall during the past week has been 
local in character and badly distributed, but 
has been beneficial to crops in general, 
though interferring somewhat with the 
wheat and oat crop. 

Cotton is still improving, though the 
stand is very inferior and the plant small 
and at least two weeks late. Corn is very 
much improved, where rain has ‘fallen and 
the prospect for this crop is more encour- 
aging than at any timé during the season. 
Some report serious injury to this crop on 
the overflowed lands by cut worms. 

The wheat harvest in about completed 
and the yield in general is fully up to the 
average. Oats are being harvested and an 
average crop is assured. 

Irish potatoes and gardens are in good 
condition and promise well. Fruit of all 
kinds will be a short crop. 

From reports received it is estimated that 
the corn crop will fall far short of last 
year. Taking into consideration the de- 
creased acreage, the unfavorable weather, 
overflows and washed lands, there can 
hardly be any doubt but what this assertion 
is absolutely correct. The farmers have 
worked well during the past three weeks 
and a much more hopeful spirit, prevails. 
A continuance of clear weather is desired, 
with an occasional shower to aid the growth 
of corn. There is about enough moisture 
in the ground for some time to come, but 
the surface needs softening in many places. 
Replanting in overflowed districts except 
in the extreme southern part of the state 
is about completed. F. H. CLARKE. 

The News from Texas. 

Galveston, Tex., June 28.—(Special Dis- 
patch to The Constitution.)—Beneficial 
rains have fallen ever the greater part of 
the state during the past week and cotton 
and corn have been greatly improved, ex- 
cept in some localities in the extreme east- 
ern portion of the state, where excessive 
rains have done some damage, which, how- 
ever, is of no consequence as a whole. 

Cotton and corn are in better condition 
than is generally the case at this season 
of the year. Tlie fields are Ses from grass 
and weeds, and the plant is strong and 
healthy, but its growth has been uneven, 
which gives it a ragged appearance. Even 
the extreme western portions of the state, 
the rainsfalls for the extreme season have 
been generally deficient. 

Over the western portions of north and 
central Texas the wheat and oat crops 
were good, and the deficiency in rain has 
been very favorable for the saving of these 
crops, while so far its injury to corn and 
cotton can be about counterbalanced by a 
good season from this on. 

Over the extreme western portion of the 
southwestern part of the state, the drought 
has been very severe and no crops will be 
raised in that section this season. 

In the southern portions of the state 
many localities report cotton forming 
squares and bolls heavily, but the crop is 
generally late, from ten days to two weeks. 

Corn is generally in roasting ear and the 
recent rains, which have covered the corn 
belt, insure a good crop. 

There is a decreased acreage in cotton 
this season, which has resulted from a 
greater variety of crops having been culti- 
vated this year than in evista ears,

Raleigh, N. C., June 28.—(Special Dis- 
patch to The Constitution.)—Reports for 
the week ending Monday show that the 
weather conditions have continued general- 
ly favorable in North Carolina.

CHICAGO, June 28.—The report that the 
India wheat crop was 64,000,000 bushels less 
than last year; receipts in the northwest not 
quite so liberal and the strength in coarse 
grains and provisions caused an advance of 
about 1 cent per bushel.in wheat the early 
part of the session.

We propose to have it fully equipped for 
all its purposes, and with the curriculum of 
its four departments second t@ no other. We 
will first build upon a solid basis, then pro- 
ceed slowly and steadily to develop our plans, 
and finally establish the university complete 
in its every department and up to a high 
standard that will make it worthy the com- 
mendation of the public and the patronage 
of the professions it will represent. 

Skilled labor is ever in demand, and in every 
profession there is always scope for _ noble 
emulation and more need of nobility of prin- 
ciple and perfection in service. 

In the four departments of the old college 
and which we will enlarge and perfect in 
the university, it is desired to have its branch 
of legal instruction the acme of wise and 
righteous jurisprudence; that of dental sur- 
gery of the highest acquirements in modern 
improvements; the important department 
of pharmacy thorough and exact, and progres- 
sive medical science and practice taught with 
the proficiency which should characterize the 
attainments of a profession that in itself is 
so vital to the well being of humanity. 

There is no selfishness in our plans and as- 
irations.

THE CHARGE AGAINST A CGHINAMAN. 


Two Receivers Appointed—The Rankin 
Case Withdrawn—A Petition for 
Divorce—The Grand Jury. 


Two receivers were appointed by Judge 
Marshall Clarke in chambers yesterday. 

Mr. Joseph Hirsch was appointed receiv- 
er to take charge of the assets of Hulda 
Jacobus, pending a fuller hearing of the 
case next month. 

The appointment was made upon the ap- 
plication of Michael Bros., E. W. Marsh, 
and Marsh, Smith & Marsh, who claimed 
that they were unsecured creciiors with 
bills against the defendant amounting to a 
total of $1,600. 

It was claimed that the stock was worth 
about four thousand dollars and that re- 
cently the defendant executed to her father, 
who lived in south Georgia, a mortgage 
for $1,091. It was charged that she was 
insolvent and that it was necessary to ap- 
point a receiver. 

The petition was granted and the case 
was set for a hearing the 6th of July. 

A Bakery Closed. 


David Fleischel was appointed tempora- 
rily to take possession of the assets of Gott- 
lieb Beck, 170 Whitehall street. 

The petitioner who made the complaint 
was George Rapp. He alleged that some 
time ago Beck was in a bad shape and he 
came to his relief with $1,000. He com- 
menced to manage the affairs of the busi- 
ness in his own behalf and Beck a few days 
ago tried to eject him. Rapp claims in his 
petition that in consideration of the money 
paid, Beck conveyed to him the entire es- 
tablishment, and that he agreed to reconvey 
a half interest upon the payment of . 

He alleged that Beck was a man of vio- 
lent and disagreeable temper, and that on 
account of his threats he dreaded a personal 
injury.
